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Motorist killed as car hits tree and catches fire 


A MOTORIST died when his car 
crashed into a tree and caught fire. 

The man, in his 20s, died at the 
scene of the crash in Gobowen, near 
Oswestry. 

The crash happened in the early 
hours of Saturday morning. 

A teenager, who was a passenger in 
the silver Audi, escaped with minor 
injuries. 


West Mercia Police has appealed 
for witnesses to the crash, which 
happened near the junction of Hen- 
lie Road and the B5009, to come for¬ 
ward. 

The road was closed for most of 
Saturday and the police helicopter 
was seen overhead. 

Police spokesman, Paul Roberts, 
said: “The car is thought to have left 


the road and collided with a tree be¬ 
fore catching fire at around 5am. 

“Police, fire and the ambulance 
service attended and a man in his 20s 
was sadly pronounced dead at the 
scene. 

“A teenage boy, who was a pas¬ 
senger in the car, was taken to Wr¬ 
exham’s Maelor Hospital with what 
have been described as minor inju¬ 


ries.” Next of kin and the coroner for 
Shropshire have been informed. 

Mr Roberts added: “Officers would 
like to hear from anyone who may 
have witnessed the incident or an¬ 
ybody who saw a car matching the 
description in the area around the 
time.” 

Meanwhile, in a separate tragedy 
at the weekend, a cyclist who died 


during a charity bike ride on the A5 
near Chirk has been named 

Former professional footballer 
Karl Payne, 44, was taking part in 
the 110-mile Dougie Mac bike ride be¬ 
tween Trent Vale to Llangollen and 
back in aid of the Douglas Macmillan 
Hospice in North Staffordshire when 
he collapsed on Sunday.

'KNIFE CAMPAIGN 
AS VITAL AS EVER'

A HIKE in the number of peo¬ 
ple found in possession of 
offensive weapons proves a 
campaign to rid the streets 
of deadly knives is more vital 
than ever, the Oswestry busi¬ 
nessman behind the scheme 
has said. 

Latest figures from the Office of Na¬ 
tional Statistics reveal weapon posses¬ 
sion rose by 35 per cent in Shropshire 
in the last year. 

The British Ironwork Centre at Aston near 
Oswestry is leading a national campaign to get 
knives off the streets and has 
constructed a huge Knife Angel 
from the weapons given to it by 
police forces. The sculpture is a 
national monument to victims of 
knife crime. 

The centre has been cam¬ 
paigning to have the Knife 
Angel installed on the fourth 
plinth at Trafalgar Square and 
now has the support of all UK 
police forces. 

Clive Knowles from the centre said the latest 
crime figures were alarming. 

He said: “Currently the problem is out of con¬ 
trol and when you’ve met mothers, parents and 
loved ones of those who have been killed by a 
bladed weapon, it’s devastating to know this is 
a trend that’s on the increase. I find that appall¬ 
ing.” Mr Knowles said the statue is closer than 
it ever has been to being displayed in London. 

He said: “With all the police forces finally be¬ 
hind it all we have left is to take off the roof of 
the studio and release the Knife Angel sculpture 
with a crane and weigh it. That way we will be 
able to finish off the application form and then 
it’s all eyes on the London Mayor’s office to 
come to a decision, which could see the Knife 
Angel finally fulfil its destiny. 

“The Knife Angel is a symbol of peace that 
looks down on people to show it’s distressed at 
what’s going on around it, and that will really 
resonate on the fourth plinth. 

“It’s never been a more vital time than now.”

New councillors 
support reversal 
of waste decision 

NEWLY elected councillors have backed a 
call to re-open household waste recycling 
sites in Mid Wales seven days a week. 

Powys County Council had announced 
the sites would be closed but later agreed 
to keep them open three days a week. 

Ahead of last week’s county council 
elections, Welshpool Town Council sur¬ 
veyed all candidates and revealed that 72 
per cent of the 52 elected would support 
the centres returning to seven-day-a- 
week opening. 

Eighteen successful candidates did not 
respond to the survey while two declined 
to support the idea. Welshpool County 
Councillor Graham Breeze has vowed 
to take the town council’s campaign to 
County Hall and will call for the newly 
installed cabinet to take a completely dif¬ 
ferent approach to recycling in Powys. 

He said: “While we must all fully un¬ 
derstand the grave financial situation 
facing Powys County Council there is no 
hiding from the fact that there is massive 
support across the whole county for the 
restoration of our household waste recy¬ 
cling centres. While campaigning I found 
the burning topic on every doorstep to 
be recycling centres and I am sure every 
other would-be councillor found the same. 

“We must tell the newly installed 
cabinet that the people of Powys have 
been badly let down and that three-day- 
per-week centres are simply not good 
enough.” 


COURT 

Mother faces baby 
murder bid claim 


AN Oswestry mother has appeared be¬ 
fore magistrates accused of the attempt¬ 
ed murder of her newborn baby daughter. 

The 31-year-old appeared at Telford 
Magistrates Court on Thursday last week 
in relation to an incident in Shrewsbury 
on April 22 last year. She was remanded 
in custody by the magistrates. 

There was no plea given and the case 
was adjourned until May 29 to Shrews¬ 
bury Crown Court. The baby was discov¬ 
ered with serious injuries in the Meole 
Brace area of Shrewsbury.

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Ironwork centre to create 
gun banks for police forces

THE British Ironwork Centre is 
to build and supply British police 
forces with their own gun banks, 
it has been revealed. 

Clive Knowles, the chairman of the 
British Ironwork Centre in Aston, 
near Oswestry, has confirmed West 
Midlands Police will be the first police 
force in the country it builds a gun 
bank for. 

It comes as David Jamieson, West Mid¬ 
lands Police and Crime Commissioner, is 
to present the British Ironwork Centre this 
week with a commendation for supporting 
the national effort to remove weapons off 
the streets through the centre’s work in 
building and supplying police forces with 
knife banks. 

The recovered knifes have subsequently 
helped to form the Shropshire Knife Angel 
sculpture, created by the centre as a na¬ 
tional monument to victims of knife crime. 

Mr Knowles said: “At a time when gun 
crime statistics are up nationally, creation 
of the gun banks couldn’t come at a more 
crucial time. 

“As with the Knife Angel, we’re hoping 
to create a symbol of peace from the guns 
but first of all we have to successfully meet 
a specification from the Home Office, and 
this will be something that belongs to the 
whole country, not just Shropshire. 

“I’m pleased that our efforts to remove 
knives from our streets are being recog¬ 
nised in such a way by the West Midlands 
Police and Crime Commissioner. 

“I just hope it strengthens our fight to 
get the Knife Angel on display on Trafalgar 
Square’s fourth plinth in London.” 

The work comes as latest figures show 
crime has risen by eight per cent in Shrop¬ 
shire in the last year. 

The data, released by the Office for Na¬ 
tional Statistics, showed that crime in the 
region saw an overall rise from 2015 to 
2016, but some offences saw a drop in the 
number of incidents. 

Bicycle theft fell in Shropshire by eight 
per cent, while incidents of domestic bur¬ 
glary dropped by nearly 20 per cent. 

In Telford, domestic burglaries dropped 
by 24 per cent and drug offences also plum¬ 
meted by the same amount. 

But both areas saw a huge hike in the 
number of possession of weapon offences - 
Shropshire’s rose by 35 per cent while Tel¬ 
ford’s rose by 15 per cent. 


A SERBIAN violinist due to play at a Shrop¬ 
shire music festival was almost off the bill 
after being issued with an incorrect visa. 

Musician Bogdan Bozovic, who is due to 
play at this year’s Whittington Music Festi¬ 
val, discovered his entry to the UK had been 
authorised for the wrong dates, putting his 
chances of performing in jeopardy. 

It was staunch Brexiteer Owen Paterson 
who saved the violinist from having to pull 
out of the festival - aiding the musician’s 
free movement through Europe. 

Lawrence Mortimer, chairman of the 
festival, described the whole ordeal for Mr 
Bozovic and festival organisers as a “night¬ 
mare”. 


He said: “Trying to get a visa amended 
quickly, even when the mistake is the fault 
of Immigration, is virtually impossible. Just 
to talk to an official, you have to pay a fee by 
credit card, and then you get the comforting 
message it’s likely to take time. 

“After this experience, I’m not looking 
forward to the end of the freedom of move¬ 
ment we take so much for granted in the 
UK.” 

On realising the mix-up with his visa, Mr 
Bozovic, through the organisers of the festi¬ 
val, asked Owen Paterson, who is hoping to 
retain his seat as North Shropshire MP in 
next month’s general election, to intervene. 

Mr Mortimer contacted Mr Paterson, 


who he said was able to “nudge” the ap¬ 
propriate department. “After some initial 
confusion because Bogdan Bozovic was on 
a European concert tour needing his pass¬ 
port with him, a solution was reached and 
Mr Bozovic is now set to join 14 other inter¬ 
national musicians for Whittington’s ‘Bee¬ 
thoven in the Borders’, beginning with an 
open-air launch at Chirk Castle on May 14,” 
said Mr Mortimer. 

He added: “It must have been one of our 
MP’s last tasks before the dissolution of 
Parliament. 

“We’re very grateful to him and have of¬ 
fered him a couple of free tickets to give him 
a break from campaigning.”

A spokesman from Belvedere Park 
FC, where Mr Payne was a former 
coach/manager, said: “Karl was ex¬ 
tremely popular and very well re¬ 
spected amongst his peers - he gave 
years of selfless service to the club and 
was a superb coach, as well as being a 
great friend to many, always having a 
laugh and kind, supportive word for 
all.” 

Riders and passers-by stopped to try 
to help Mr Payne and emergency ser¬ 
vices were quickly on the scene. The 
Wales Air Ambulance was also called 
to help. The road between Chirk and 
Llangollen was closed for a time.

A total of 104,986 votes were cast across 
the county. The next move will see the lead¬ 
ership of the council decided when Shrop¬ 
shire Conservatives meet on Monday to 
vote for their leader. 

Councillor Joyce Barrow, who was re¬ 
elected in St Oswald for the Conservatives, 
said: “If there are any challengers to any 
position then I will give them thought¬ 
ful consideration.” Current deputy leader 
Steve Charmley, who was returned as coun¬ 
cillor for Whittington for the Tories, said he 
would not be putting himself forward for 
re-election as deputy leader. 

Conservatives Mark Jones and Rob 
Macey were voted to represent Gobowen, 
Selattyn and Weston Rhyn while Con¬ 
servative Matt Lee won the race for the 
Llanymynech seat. Conservatives Clare As¬ 
pinall and John Price won the election for 
Oswestry East while Oswestry Town Mayor 
Paul Milner won the Oswestry South seat 
for the Conservatives. Vince Hunt, another 
Conservative, retained his seat in Oswestry 
West, seeing off a close challenge from the 
Green Party candidate, while Nick Bards- 
ley retains his Ruyton and Baschurch seat 
for the Tories and Conservative Steve Dav¬ 
enport remains county councillor for St 
Martins.

Minutes after the robbery Cow¬ 
ans was seen by police who were already at 
a fiat in Chaucer Road where the defend¬ 
ant turned up “soaking wet” and “out of 
breath”. Officers recovered the cash from 
Cowans’s wallet tucked into his waist band 
and a packet of cigarettes and he was ar¬ 
rested. 

Mr Dhillon later picked out Cowans on a 
video identification parade. 

Cowans said the shopkeeper had been 
confused when he identified him and it was 
a case of mistaken identity and he had only 
been in the off-licence on one previous occa¬ 
sion. He suggested he had been at a nearby 
“crack house” at the time of the raid and 
he had saved the cash recovered from his 
wallet by police. 

Cowans claimed it was from work as a 
driver and a labourer and from “grafting” 
- a slang for shoplifting. He admitted that 
he had an extensive criminal record which 
included convictions for conspiracy to sup¬

Homes bid 
is refused 
by council 

PLANS for three houses to be built next to 
a school and community centre have been 
refused by planning officers. 

Residents who live nearby said the area 
was already “mayhem” and said news of 
the refusal was a “welcome relief’. 

The proposals were for three homes in 
Cabin Lane, Oswestry, on a plot of land 
near to the Meadows Primary School and 
Kidszone Day Nursery at Eastern Oswestry 
Community Centre. Shropshire Council 
has confirmed it had thrown out the plans. 

Ian Kilby, development manager for 
Shropshire Council, said: “The proposed 
development would represent an unaccept¬ 
able form of development that would ap¬ 
pear cramped and contrived in appearance 
and context.” Resident Claire Arnold, who 
campaigned against the plans, said the re¬ 
fusal was “great news”. 

She said: “All of us residents at the time 
said the plans were ridiculous and would 
cause total carnage in the area because of 
how busy it already is, so it’s a relief to see 
our views don’t differ too much from the 
planning officers. 

“The refusal is great news, but we have 
to prepare for the fact the applicant could 
lodge an appeal, and even lower the num¬ 
ber of houses down to two, I suppose we 
have to wait and see but for now it’s a wel¬ 
come relief.” 

Applicant Dennis Edwards submitted the 
plans for the terrace of three houses as well 
as two parking spaces per property. 


portant time of year” for the region - the 
summer tourist season. 

Dilys Gaskill, chair of Llanymynech and 
Pant Parish Council, said: “This is proba¬ 
bly the worst time of year for this area. It is 
the main tourist season and I do worry that 
if visitors do get stuck in traffic, it will put 
them off coming to this area again, which 
isn’t good. I know the bulk of the road clo¬ 
sures are during the night time but that 
still causes problems. 

“The weekend closures especially will 
be a nightmare, particular for tourists 
and events happening this summer. I just 
hope the closures don’t coincide with major 
events such as the Royal Welsh Show, when 
the roads are always much busier. 

“Those involved in the planning and 
logistics of roadworks and road closures 
should also bear in mind what’s happening 
elsewhere, say in Welshpool, and on the A5, 
where we’ve seen the works at the Gledrid 
roundabout causing disruption in the area 
over recent months.” 

Mrs Gaskill, a long-time campaigner for 
a bypass to be built in Pant and Llanymy¬ 
nech, said roadworks and road closures 
were frequent in the area. 

She said: “It’s clear the roads in the vil¬ 
lage can’t cope with the volume of traffic 
it’s getting, so surely it’s time they just 
went ahead with it.” 

Mr Wildman said further details would 
be released in the coming weeks, adding: 
“The A483 Llanymynech to Mile End 
works are a pavement resurfacing scheme 
starting mid-July, ending September. 

“The scheme mostly involves night time 
work and some weekends.” 

Meanwhile, a two-vehicle crash on the 
road caused hold-ups for motorists near 
Oswestry. 

The collision happened on the A483 
Maesbury junction. 

The crash, at around 2.40pm on Thurs¬ 
day last week, involved a black Mitsubishi 
Outlander and a grey Ford Focus.

I’m back after a four week 
break successfully defending my 
seat on Powys County Council 
with a warning to all the new 
councillors who have promised 
to make big changes - it’s not 
going to be as easy as you might 
think. There has been a massive 
change with 32 new councillors 
taking their seats this week on 
the 73-strong council. The ma¬ 
jority of them have yet to see 
the inside of a council chamber, 
let alone represent their wards. 
They face a huge learning curve. 

Back in December I won a 
Powys County Council by-elec¬ 
tion at Welshpool, following the 
death of long-serving councillor 
Ann Holloway, on the promise 
that I would fight to maintain the 
services that rate-paying resi¬ 
dents not only expect, but de¬ 
serve, and I am still keeping up 
that fight. 

But unlike candidates in last 
week’s polls I did not make rash 
promises to fill in all the pot¬ 
holes, restore recycling centres 
to seven-day opening, bring 
back weekly refuse collections 
or promise to don a Superman 
outfit and save Powys. But I did 
promise to keep fighting for im¬ 
provements. The harsh reality is 
that Powys, like most authorities 
across Mid Wales and the Mid¬ 
lands, faces years of financial 
hardship following Government 
austerity measures. That means 
nothing short of a cut in funding 
for public services. 

In the past five years Powys 
Council has had to save £66 mil¬ 
lion, needs to cut costs by £18 
million by 2019 and a further £7 
million by 2020, mostly because 
of the cuts in funding from Welsh 
Government. 

The shock for new councillors 
will be to find that both educa¬ 
tion and adult social care in the 
county are heading for financial 
crisis in the next two years and 
I’ve yet to find a potential pot of 
gold to solve those burning is¬ 
sues. 

All the above would go some 
way to explaining why over 30 
experienced councillors have 
decided to call it a day and 
did not stand for re-election at 
Thursday’s polling stations. It’s 
getting a bit too hot in the kitch¬ 
en for many, who previously en¬ 
joyed the exposure as a county 
councillor. 

With so many new faces and 
the loss of many vastly experi¬ 
enced councillors County Hall 
is going to be a very strange 
place over the next few months. 
You might argue that so many 
changes will put the council at 
risk, though I prefer to say that 
the influx of new people, with 
fresh ideas, a positive outlook 
and buzzing with enthusiasm 
can only be a good thing. 

The next five years could well 
go down as the most defining in 
the history of the county author¬ 
ity. None of us know what effect 
Brexit will have and it is hard to 
see the purse strings being loos¬ 
ened in Cardiff. Only time will tell.

More frequently, it is 
an unsubstantiated ru¬ 
mour indiscriminately 
posted on social media 
sites which rapidly 
gains credence, to the 
distress of those featured in it and the 
alarm of all who read it. 

Repetition through ‘shares’ and ‘likes’ 
adds an undeserved authority. 

Comment, unlabelled as such, mas¬ 
querades as truth; satire is confused with 
reality. 

‘Repeat a lie often enough and it be¬ 
comes the truth’, is a law of propaganda 
often attributed to the Nazi Joseph Goe- 
bbels. 


Fake news can be hard to identify. In 
November, a BuzzFeed News analysis 
found that top fake presidential elec¬ 
tion news stories generated more total 
engagement on Facebook than top elec¬ 
tion stories from 19 major news outlets 
combined. 

The great global social media con¬ 
glomerates have been slow to respond 
and grudging to intervene. When they 
do, they give the im¬ 
pression that their 
intercession is more 
favour than obligation. 

They sit outside all 
normal regulation that 
robustly holds tradi¬ 
tional media to account 
and they are often 
immune from actions 
for defamation or con¬ 
tempt. 

You would have 
thought politicians 
would have made the 
eradication of these 
hoax story sites a top 
priority, demanding that the global in¬ 
ternet and social media giants must be 
made responsible for what they trans¬ 
mit. 

Instead, it is established newspapers 
and their websites which continue to be 
the political whipping boys, expected to 
submit to the most rigorous regulation 
and the threat of the most pernicious 
and damaging regime of court costs on 


the planet while they seek to pursue 
honest, investigative journalism in the 
public interest. 

Unlike social media and the major 
digital platforms, this newspaper and 
its website are accountable for every 
single word we publish.

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WHAT IS THE STAMP DUTY LAND TAX LIABILITY FOR 
PURCHASING A SECOND PROPERTY? 


Q: I am a homeowner and I am looking to buy a flat as an investment property to rent out. The flat I am interested in is connected to a shop. If I buy the shop and 
the flat, will it be classed as a second home and therefore be charged at the higher rate for Stamp Duty Land Tax (SDLT)? 

A: The type of property you are looking at would be classed as a ‘mixed-use’ property. This is where the property has both residential and 
non-residential elements. 

The SDLT on mixed-use land or property is calculated on increasing portions of the property price when the purchase price is £150,000 or more. This is currently 
calculated at 0% on the first £150,000; 2% on the next £100,000; and 5% on the remaining amount. A solicitor can advise you of the exact SDLT liability due on 
your specific property and can also prepare and submit the SDLT return on your behalf as part of the conveyancing transaction. 

If you were to buy a residential property as an investment rather than a mixed-use property and the purchase price is more than £40,000, you will need to pay 
the higher rate of SDLT. This is calculated at 3% on the first £125,000; 5% on the value between £125,000 - £250,000; 8% on the value between £250,000 - 
£925,000; 13% on the value between £925,000 - £1.5m; and 15% on any remaining amount above £1.5m. Again this is something your solicitor can advise you of 
and prepare and submit the SDLT return on your behalf following completion of the purchase if you choose to buy a residential investment property. 


You should be aware that an SDLT return is required for most transactions and this is something you should seek further advice and guidance on from your solicitor.

IT is worth remembering that the EU has 
been a major source of peace and prosper¬ 
ity in Europe.

Health bosses 
should be proud 
of the excellent 
care provided 

AN open letter to Simon Wright, chief exec¬ 
utive of the local hospital trust and Simon 
Freeman, acting accountable officer of the 
CCG. 

I am writing to you as a mother of three 
and user of Shropshire midwifery services. 
To you I’ll be a number, a percentage, a 
statistic. Unfortunately, I was not afforded 
the luxury of straightforward childbirth so 
was not able to contribute to the targets of 
birthrates in Midwifery Led Units. What I 
was afforded was a few days postnatally to 
begin my recovery from major surgery on 
three occasions. 

I was given the support and skills to be 
confident enough to breastfeed. I was given 
a few hours respite overnight, after several 
days in labour, followed by surgery to be 
able to sleep when my baby couldn’t. I was 
able to shower and keep my wound clean 
and able to heal. At home I wouldn’t have 
been able to negotiate the stairs to use our 
bathroom, let alone climb into the bath to 
take a shower. I met other mothers who 
have become life-long friends. I was given 
three meals a day. You may wonder why 
this is important, but when you return 
home after your third baby, getting your¬ 
self one meal a day can be a challenge. My 
husband being self employed could only af¬ 
ford a few days away from work so couldn’t 
have looked after me. I left Oswestry MLU 
on three occasions, happy, content, emo¬ 
tionally and physically able to carry on with 
life with my growing family. I can guaran¬ 
tee without that help, support and time I 
would have been back in hospital and on 
my GP’s doorstep on more than one occa¬ 
sion. Now, I realise it’s probably a different 
budget and therefore not your job and I 
become someone else’s statistics. I received 
first class NHS treatment for all three of 
my children, how proud you should have 
been of that service and how very sad that 
you are about to dismantle that. 

We all know long-term these mums and 
babies will cost so very much more, they 
won’t walk out of hospital, head held high 
able to take on the world, they’ll shuffle, in 
pain, and try to put on a brave face until it 
all falls apart.

Mr Williams said of the news: “It 
is with deep sadness I have to an¬ 
nounce that CHR trustee Andrew 
Tullo passed away in the early hours 
of April 25 after a long battle with ill 
health. 

“Andrew had been heavily involved 
with both CRT and CHR. 

“His work in establishing us, our 
project and our involvement in the 
community is significant. 

“He has played a vital part in our 
progress to date.” 

Mr Williams added: “My thoughts 
and ours are with Andrew and his 
family at this sad time.” 

Sarah Gibson of Shropshire Wildlife 
Trust said Mr Tullo was a generous 
supporter of the trust, who had also 
helped to take care of an injured swift. 

She added: “We will do our best to 
keep his spirit alive in the develop¬ 
ment of the projects he started, but 
Andrew will be greatly missed.” 


Interest in retail unit in 
street brings new hope

A SECTION of a town centre 
street blighted by empty shops 
could be on the way up after a 
potential occupant expressed in¬ 
terest in one of the vacant build¬ 
ings. 

Agents Halls confirmed that either 
the former Clintons Card shop or 
the Burtons menswear shop in Cross 
Street, Oswestry, is under offer. 

However the agent said it could not give 
any more information because of the early 
nature of a possible sale. 

Rebecca Welch, of Halls, said: “I can con¬ 
firm one shop is under offer but I can’t say 
any more at all at the moment as it hasn’t 
gone through yet.” 

Both the buildings have stood empty for 
several years, with Burtons closing its doors 
in September 2011 and Clintons closing 
down a number of months later. It did reo¬ 
pen for a short time as another card shop. 

Earlier this year Oswestry Townscape and 
Transport Forum discussed a possible trial 
of opening Cross Street to traffic, but the 
talks fell flat when it emerged Shropshire 
Council was looking to spend £50,000 on 
automated bollards in the street. 

Former town mayor John Gareth Jones, 
who campaigned to encourage the landlords 
of the empty buildings, many of whom live 
away from the area, to take action, believes 
the news is a good sign and said it’s “about 
time” progress was made. 

He said: “I think this news is a very good 
sign. It’s about time things moved forward 
on Cross Street. 

“I just hope something comes of this. I 
suppose now it’s a case of wait and see, but 
fingers crossed.”

Ex-soldier cleared 
of sexual assault 

A FORMER soldier has been cleared 
of sexual assault. 

Mold Crown Court was told that de¬ 
fendant Ben Griffiths, 27, who served 
in Afghanistan, had consensual sex 
with the 16-year-old girl. 

But she alleged that on a later oc¬ 
casion, she woke up and he was inde¬ 
cently assaulting her. She told a jury 
that she was shocked and frightened 
by what had happened. 

The young woman later left him a 
message which read “no means no”. 

Griffiths, of Cyfronydd near Welsh¬ 
pool, said that no such thing had hap¬ 
pened and that he was puzzled by her 
note. 

He said that they had sex with her 
consent previously, which he did not 
believe was inappropriate. 

The court heard that Griffiths after 
leaving the army did voluntary work 
as a mentor for ex-servicemen.

Allowance move could 
hit taxpayers in pocket

HOUSEHOLDS in Welshpool 
could fork out an additional £60 
in council tax per year if a coun¬ 
cil adopts a new allowances sys¬ 
tem. 

In a move by the Independent Re¬ 
muneration Panel for Wales, council¬ 
lors across Wales could be entitled to 
an unlimited financial loss allowance, 
as well as being reimbursed the costs 
of care while they are attending meet¬ 
ings for a dependent child or adult of 
up to £403 a month. 

If approved by Welshpool Town Council, 
it could cost the council up to £100,000 per 
year - a hike of £60 per household, accord¬ 
ing to Robert Robertson, clerk to Welshpool 
Town Council. 

Town and community councils will be 
able to vote on the new system from May 8. 

Welshpool Councillor Estelle Bleivas has 
described the new system as “appalling and 
“unfair” for taxpayers. 

She said: “Not only could this bankrupt 
councils, it could have a severe effect on al¬ 
ready struggling taxpayers. 

“We’ve got 16 councillors on Welshpool 
Town Council and if all of us took these 
proposed allowances, that will get worry- 
ingly expensive, we’ve worked out in the 
region of up to £100,000. 

“I’ve always done this role on a voluntary 
basis, once you’re being paid taxpayer’s 
money, they own you and at politics at this 
level that isn’t right, it’s about councillors 
and residents working together.” 

Welshpool Town Council will discuss the 
new system at a meeting on May 24.

Inquests opened

The inquests were adjourned to Au¬ 
gust 9 when they will be held at the 
Shirehall, Shrewsbury.

BOY racers are using a village 
car park as a racetrack and en¬ 
dangering the lives of young chil¬ 
dren, a civic leader has said. 

Residents in Guilsfield, near Welsh¬ 
pool, are up in arms, as boy racers 
have started to gather at a car park 
near to the village primary school, 
football pitch and bowling green at all 
hours of the day. 

Community councillor Paul Harding, 
also vice-chairman of Guilsfield Football 
Club, said the issue with boy racers in the 
village comes in stages but it’s currently 
“the worst it’s been in some time”, with 
the car park and roads nearby being “used 
as a race track”. 

He said: “It does come in stages but it 
is a real problem again at the minute, and 
what’s frustrating is these young people 
don’t see how dangerous it is. 

“Where the problem area is isn’t far from 
a housing estate, where there are children 
out playing. It only takes a split second for 
a child to run out after a football and they 
could end up getting badly hurt or worse. I 
don’t want that in this village, none of us 
do. 

“It isn’t us being awkward, it’s because 
we’re concerned for everyone’s safety, in¬ 
cluding the boy racers themselves but they 
don’t see that, they don’t see how danger¬ 
ous it is.” 

Councillor Harding said the problem is 
such that now residents are taking matters 
into their own hands, by taking it upon 
themselves to padlock the gate to the car 
park at night, as previously the young driv¬ 
ers would simply get out of their vehicles 
and open the gate. 

In recent days local police officers have 
ramped up their patrols in the village in a 
bid to allay residents’ concerns.

“What a year 2017 is turning out to be 
for the Fron Male Voice Choir. 

“Formed in 1947 to compete at the 
Llangollen International Music Ei¬ 
steddfod, this 70th anniversary year 
needed to be something special to add 
to their illustrious history. As part of 
their celebrations they are undertak¬ 
ing a UK cathedral tour. 

“Having already sung in Bangor 
they have concerts scheduled for Lla- 
ndaff, Hereford, St David’s, and are 
planning concerts at Liverpool’s An¬ 
glican Cathedral and St Asaph Cathe¬ 
dral. 

“When the idea of singing at Truro 
Cathedral came up, the possibility of 
linking in a concert at the cathedral 
with the Cornwall International Male 
Chorus Festival was investigated. 

“This biennial international choral 
festival was formed in 2003 and takes 
place all over Cornwall, with Cornish 
Male Voice Choirs organising joint 
concerts and hosting other choirs. 

“Luckily the latest festival fitted in 
with the Fron’s anniversary year. 

“The CIMCF’s reputation has 
grown internationally since its in¬ 
ception and this year it had 63 choirs 
singing in 50 event in 40 locations.

“Twelve different countries were 
represented from as far afield as Aus¬ 
tralia, USA, Finland, Germany, Rus¬ 
sia and the Czech Republic. Wales was 
well represented with five choirs, and 
of course one being our very own Fron 
Male Voice Choir. 

“The Fron set off for Cornwall and 
were ready to sing at a sell-out open¬ 
ing concert of the festival at Truro 
Cathedral. Appearing on the same bill 


was the Celtic Male Ensemble, Wessex 
Male Choir, the G.V. 1879 Harmonie

Competing were 
Weybridge, Budleigh Salterton, The 
Fron, Harmonie Bernbach, Caer¬ 
narfon, Four Lanes, Wessex, and 
Mousehole Male Voice. In the evening 
they were to sing at an International 
Gala Concert at Truro’s Hall for 


Cornwall. Mr Jones said: “The Fron, 
with musical director Leigh Mason, 
accompanist Jason Ellis and second 
accompanist Owen M Roberts, chose 
a contrasting programme for the com¬ 
petition of The Bandit’s Chorus by 
Verdi, Bonjour Mon Coeur by Orlando 
di Lasso, The Seal Lullaby by Eric 
Whitaker and finishing with a unique 
piece called Tom by Gresford based 
composer Brian Hughes, a piece that 
requires two accompanists. 

“To say the Fron sang well would be 
an understatement.” 

Leigh Mason added: “I was so 
proud of the lads, where we came in 
the competition was irrelevant, they 
had delivered and had sung just as I 
had asked. 

“I was quite moved and emotional 
by the end of the performance.” 

They need not have worried about 


the result as they swept the board, 
taking first place with Harmonie 
Bernbach second and Mousehole Male 
Voice Choir third.

Businesses 
are targeted 
in burglaries 

A SPATE of burglaries has been car¬ 
ried out at businesses across Oswest¬ 
ry. 

The offences happened within the 
space of four days but West Mercia 
Police has been unable to confirm yet 
whether the burglaries are linked. 

However they have confirmed one 
man has been arrested so far relating 
to one of the offences. 

The first incident saw cabins at a 
building site in Whittington Road, 
Oswestry, broken into and a number 
of power and hand tools stolen, some¬ 
time overnight between 6pm on April 
28 and 7am on April 29. 

On the same night, a container at a 
construction site attached to a hotel 
in Maesbury Road, Oswestry, was at¬ 
tacked. Locks and chains were dam¬ 
aged and electric cable stolen. 

Almost a day later, sometime be¬ 
tween 9.40pm on April 29 and 10am 
on May 1, plumbing items were taken 
from a college workshop in Shrews¬ 
bury Road, Oswestry. 

While on May 1 at about 5.15am, 
police say a man climbed into a room 
at a hotel in Church Street, Oswestry, 
and attempted to steal a handbag. 

Police were alerted, and the hand¬ 
bag was recovered, with the suspected 
offender arrested shortly afterwards. 

As well as business premises, one 
residential property was raided in the 
town sometime between 4.45pm on 
April 28 and 1pm on April 29. 

The break-in happened on Shaw 
Park, Weston Lane, which saw three 
barrels of red diesel, two cans of pet¬ 
rol, a Bosch dishwasher and a Bosch 
fridge stolen. 

Inspector Nigel Morgan for West 
Mercia Police said: “Being a victim of 
burglary is very distressing and we’re 
urging communities to protect their 
precious memories which could be 
stolen if their home is burgled. 

“We are aware of the recent spate 
of burglaries in the Oswestry area and 
are doing all we can to trace those re¬ 
sponsible. 

“I would like to reassure residents 
and business owners that we are ac¬ 
tively investigating these incidents.”

18 NEWS in brief 

Plans for 600 
homes set for 
further delay 

PLANS for up to 600 homes look likely 
to be delayed once again to await official 
confirmation of proposed roundabout im¬ 
provements on the A5. 

Landowner J Ross Developments 
submitted an application to build on 24 
hectares of land between the Oswestry 
bypass and Shrewsbury Road to Shrop¬ 
shire Council almost a year ago. 

But concerns about the amount of 
traffic the homes will add to the A5 and 
A483, particularly the busy Mile End and 
Whittington roundabouts, have led High¬ 
ways England to ask several times for the 
application to be put on hold. Over recent 
weeks the developer’s transport consult¬ 
ant has submitted proposals to mitigate 
the impact on the roundabouts. 

In a letter to Shropshire Council, High¬ 
ways England manager Patrick Thomas 
says: “This information has been re¬ 
viewed and progress has been made with 
regard to the proposed site access rounda¬ 
bout, the A5 Whittington roundabout and 
the A5 Mile End roundabout. 

“The mitigation scheme at the Whit¬ 
tington Roundabout is considered ac¬ 
ceptable and, while the proposed scheme 
at Mile End does not fully mitigate the 
impact of the proposed development, the 
impact is not considered to be severe and 
is considered acceptable.” 

The formal advice from Highways Eng¬ 
land officials is to recommend permission 
not be granted for three months to allow 
a road safety audit to be undertaken to 
support the proposed highway improve¬ 
ment works and comply with procedure. 

The proposed development is set 
around an open green with pedestrian 
and vehicle links to the town centre and 
to the nearby leisure centre and indus¬ 
trial estate. 

Spinal cases 
at orthopaedic 

ALL urgent spinal treatment and sur¬ 
gery in Shropshire will be carried out 
at Oswestry Orthopaedic Hospital for at 
least the next three months. 

Staffing issues at the Shrewsbury and 
Telford Hospital NHS Trust have meant 
spinal treatment was named as a ‘frag¬ 
ile service’ earlier this year by hospital 
bosses. 

The trust had one consultant who 
specialises in spinal surgery, who went 
on long-term sick leave with no notice, 
which meant they could not take referrals 
for spinal problems. The trust has been 
in talks with Oswestry Orthopaedic Hos¬ 
pital and has come to an agreement for a 
three-month period. 

Carolynne Scott, assistant chief oper¬ 
ating officer for scheduled care at The 
Shrewsbury and Telford Hospital NHS 
Trust, said: “As has been reported, due 
to the unexpected sudden illness of our 
spinal surgeon at SaTH, we are not cur¬ 
rently able to provide a full spinal service 
at the trust. 

“In order to ensure patients are seen as 
quickly as possible, we have discussed the 
situation with our co-ordinating commis¬ 
sioner and other key organisations and 
agreed that all urgent outpatients and pa¬ 
tients requiring surgical intervention will 
now be transferred to the Robert Jones 
and Agnes Hunt Hospital.” 

Wrexham good 
for student life 

STUDENTS looking for a good social life 
should considering studying in Wrexham. 

A new survey has ranked the town 
eighth in the UK for its student social 
scene. 

Wrexham is placed eighth in the 2017 
UK University Town and City Social Life 
League Table, published by globehunters. 
com. 

The survey ranks each town or city in 
the UK which has at least one university 
based on six key areas - student popu¬ 
lation, nightlife, restaurants, cinemas, 
shopping centres and theatres. 

As well its overall top 10 ranking, the 
biggest town in North Wales and home 
to Wrexham Glyndwr University, was 
placed second for shopping centres and 
theatres. 

Professor Maria Hinfelaar, Vice-Chan¬ 
cellor of Wrexham Glyndwr University, 
said: “University life is not just about 
studying, it’s important for students to 
have options away from the lecture the¬ 
atre to relax and socialise.” 


FORTY students from The Marches School 
in Oswestry went to Andalusia in Spain over 
Easter to visit the sights and to practise their 
Spanish speaking skills. 

During their time in Spain the students vis¬ 
ited several towns and cities inclding Malaga, 
Ronda, Granada and Cordoba. 

When visiting Ronda, students went to see 


the first bullring ever to be made in Spain 
which has now been turned into a museum. 

They also visited the Mosque of Cordoba and 
a Jewish synagogue where they watched a sing¬ 
ing performance and learnt about the Jewish 
culture in Spain. 

Year 9 student at The Marches, Lily Hughes, 
said: “We visited lots of amazing places during 


the stay such as the Alhambra Palace in Gra¬ 
nada and the Picasso museum, which held real 
Picasso pieces.” 

She added: “Some students were also given 
the chance to see the Barcelona versus Malaga 
football match which was a very enjoyable ex¬ 
perience. 

“Overall the trip to Andalusia was an unfor¬

Designed by British sculptor Joe Bailey, 
one of the country’s leading sculptors, the 
eye-catching medals were sprayed in gold 
and based on the huge Uri Geller spoon go¬ 
rilla, which the British Ironwork Centre is 
home to. Oswestry’s Amy Hughes, who en¬ 
tered the record books by running 53 mar¬ 
athons in 53 days, carried out the pre-race 
warm-up with the runners. 

Shropshire’s newest running event was 
organised by UKRunChat Events. 

David Webb from Telford City AC ran a 
confident race to win the men’s title in a 
time of 1:10:17, over nine minutes ahead 
of the competition, leaving Benjamin Jones 
from Steel City Striders to take second 
place just ahead of Scott Minshall, and a 
large group of runners just seconds apart 
to cross the line shortly after. 

It was another exciting finish in the 
women’s race, with Belle Ward claiming 
the women’s title in a time of 1:28:02, fol¬ 
lowed by Nicola Davies of Maldwyn Har¬ 
riers in 1:28:46 and Abigail Glover-Davies 
just under two minutes later in third place.

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Building society 
figures suggest 
home lending 
'in neutral gear' 

Mortgage lending was down by nearly a fifth 
in March compared with a year earlier, figures 
from banks and building societies show. 

An estimated £21.4 billion worth of home loans 
were handed out last month - marking a 19 per 
cent decrease compared with March 2016, the 
Council of Mortgage Lenders (CML) said. 

The CML said mortgage lending appears to 
be in “neutral gear” - and it does not expect the 
general election on June 8 to have a marked 
effect on lending. 

The sharp year-on-year fall in lending was 
expected, the CML said. 

In spring 2016, there had been significant 
increases in activity as borrowers rushed to beat 
a stamp duty hike that was imposed on people 
buying second homes, including buy-to-let 
investors, on April 1 2016. 

The mortgage lending total for March 2017 
was still a 19 per cent jump compared with the 
previous month, with £17.9 billion worth of home 
loans advanced in February. 

The CML said in total, around £59.1 billion worth 
of mortgages were handed out in the first three 
months of 2017, marking a four per cent decrease 
on the fourth quarter of last year and a six per 
cent decrease on the £63 billion lent in the first 
quarter of 2016. 


Borrowers 

CML senior economist Mohammad Jamei said: 
“Mortgage lending appears to be in neutral gear. 

“Our gross estimate for March is £21.4 billion 
and this is broadly in line with average monthly 
lending over the past year. 

“Within this aggregate level, there has been a 
shift towards first-time buyer and re-mortgage 
customers, away from home movers and buy-to- 
let landlords. 

“We expect this profile to continue over the 
short term, as low mortgage rates encourage 
existing borrowers to re-mortgage and 
government schemes help first-time buyers. 

“We do not expect any marked effect from the 
general election.” 

Howard Archer, an economist at IHS Markit, 
said: “We share the CML’s view that June’s 
general election is unlikely to materially affect the 
housing market. 

“Consequently, we believe house price gains 
over 2017 will be limited to no more than 2.5 per 
cent - and there is a very real possibility that it 
could come in lower than that.” 

Jonathan Harris, director of mortgage broker 
Anderson Harris, said: “The mortgage market 
continues to tick along with competitive products 
on offer to those borrowers who are getting on 
with the business of buying and selling, or re¬ 
mortgaging their homes.” 


Two in five landlords in the UK 
are women, analysis reveals 


Women now account for two in 
five landlords in the UK with most 
female investors using property 
lettings as a means to topping up 
their monthly income from other 
sources, according to new research. 

An analysis of tens of thousands of 
landlords by Simple Landlords Insurance 
shows that 40% of landlords are women. 

By comparison, only 17% of SME owners 
are women which the firm believe indicates 
how property is moving towards equality at 
a faster pace than other industries. 

Also, poll of over 400 landlords showed 
how male and female investors have 
different goals for their investments with 
63% of female landlords saying that using 
rent for monthly income was their long 
term business goal, as opposed to long 
term capital growth, compared with 53% 
of men. 

The research also found that women 
are more likely than men to have become 
accidental landlords. Some 48% of female 
landlords choose to be buy to let investors 
compared to 61% of men. 

Indeed, women were more likely to have 
become landlords after moving in with a 
partner and renting out their own property 
or through purchasing a property for a 
family member to live in, such as a child 
attending university. 

Female landlords are also likely to 
provide rented accommodation to a more 
diverse range of tenants than men. Some 
35% said they would rent to housing 
benefit recipients, compared with 25% 
of men. Women were also more open to 
renting to pensioners, students and single 
employed tenants. 

“As recently as 1970 women could 
be refused a mortgage without a male 



guarantor. But buying, selling, renovating, 
and renting property is no longer just for 
the boys,” said Alexandra Huntley, Simple 
Landlords Insurance head of operations. 

“Those stereotypes are firmly consigned 
to history. Women have been steadily 
gaining ground over the last 50 years 
and are increasingly gaining financial 
independence through property 
investment,” she added. 

The research is included in a new 
Women in Property Report along with 


real life examples and practical advice 
for female landlords from the Female 
Property Alliance. It includes the story of 
Bindar Dosanjh, alliance founder, who built 
a multi-million pound portfolio after she 
became a single mother and had to rent 
rooms to pay the bills and survive. 

“For me, investing in property was about 
having the freedom to make choices about 
my life. I have made plenty of mistakes 
along the way but have been able to fall 
back on property income when I lost my 


job in the 2008 recession and again when 
I became seriously ill and was unable to 
work,” she said. 

“Being a good communicator, a good 
negotiator and being good at managing 
people are key attributes for any landlord. 
They are also things women can be great 
at but don’t always recognise as valuable 
and transferable skills. I see many women 
who have hidden skills that can be applied 
to property investment more easily than 
they think,” she added. 


More than half of first-time buyers 'feeling confident' 



More than half of aspiring first-time buyers are 
feeling positive about their chances of getting on 
the property ladder soon, a survey has found. 

The biggest proportion of people surveyed, at 
40.1%, described themselves as hopeful when asked 
about their ability to achieve their goal soon, while 
a further 16.9% said they were feeling confident - 
making a total of 57% who felt positive overall. 

But the research, from conveyancing services 
provider My Home Move, also found more than a 
quarter (26.3%) of would-be first-time buyers felt 
unsure about their chances of getting on the property 
ladder. 

A further one in 10 (10.1%) felt their hopes were 
unrealistic-while one in 16 (6.1%) said they felt 
“depressed” when asked about their prospects of 
owning their own home. 

Parents 

Some would-be property buyers are are also 
pinning their hopes on the “bank of mum and dad” to 
wholly fund their deposit. 

Some 6.2% of people surveyed believed their 
parents would gift them enough money for a deposit, 
meaning they could apply for a mortgage without 
the need for further savings or support through a 
government scheme. 

Nearly three quarters (72%) of aspiring first-time 
buyers said they were saving for their deposits 
themselves. The survey of 1,000 aspiring first-time 
buyers also found that, when they were growing up, 
people tended to say they had expected to be aged 
around 25 to 30 when they achieved the milestone 


of owning their own property. Recent figures from 
the Council of Mortgage Lenders (CML) show the 
average first-time buyer taking out a mortgage in 
February was 30 years old. 

Doug Crawford, chief executive of My Home Move, 
said: “Of those we surveyed, over a quarter expected 


to be home owners by the time they hit their mid-20s, 
but unfortunately the reality is very different.” 

He said the findings suggest there is a “missed 
generation” of would-be first-time buyers - aged in 
their 30s, 40s and beyond - who are still struggling to 
get on the property ladder.

Professor Cox: I'll 
talk weird science 


T 


he world record for tickets 
sold for a science show was 
held by Professor Brian Cox. 
That was until another man 
came along and smashed it 
to smithereens. 

His name was, you guessed it, Professor Brian Cox. 

The multiple-world-record holder sold 75,000 for a 
previous tour. But his latest Professor Brian Cox Live 
shows will seem him performed to about 150,000 people 

- twice as many as his previous run. 

And Brian can’t wait to get into some of the UK’s 
biggest venues - including Birmingham’s Barclaycard 
Arena tomorrow night (Friday) - to talk about science. 

He will take audiences on a dazzling journey 
through space and time, delving into ‘high science’ 
and freewheeling on the edges of the known cosmos. 
Whether an avid science reader or a total novice, 
Professor Brian Cox Live will test the limits of our 
knowledge and make highly complex ideas accessible to 
all. 

He plans to take science to a new dimension in a show 
hosted by Infinite Monkey Cage co-host Robin Ince. 

Brian’s excited about the prospect of hitting the road 
because he would be able to use massive screens to 
properly showcase the ‘beautiful’ high resolution imagery 
of various galaxies from the Hubble Space Telescope. 

He says: “The exciting thing about these, from the 
(shows) before Christmas, we’re in really big venues. 

“We have a really big screen, a ridiculous screen - it’s a 
state of the art LED display, it’s something like 30m wide 
and 15m high. 

INCREDIBLE 

“It’s huge, and what you realise is the images we’ve 
now got from the Hubble and Cassini, which has been 
in the news a lot over the last few weeks, they’re such 
incredible high-res images, when you put them on 
screens like that and fill arenas with them, they look 
spectacular. 

“I don’t think anyone ever gets a chance to do it, to 
give them the presentation they 
deserve because they are 
beautifully detailed, and that’s 
the most exciting thing.” 

Brian has presented 
numerous science 
programmes for the BBC 
and has been described by 
Sir David Attenborough as 
his natural successor. He has 
spoken about astronomy and 
physics and hopes to give people 
the enthusiasm to learn. 

He says: “They will 
know more in the sense 
that they might not 
have thought about 
the vastness of the 
universe, but one of 
the only things you 
can aim to do in a 
show is to trigger 
a desire to learn 
more, because you 
can’t even begin to 
scratch the surface 
of what we know.” 

On his present 
tour, he hopes to 
answer people’s 
questions about 
the meaning of life 
and the possibility of 
aliens with his shows. 

“That’s why I’m doing 
this tour, so I can answer 
them once and for all. I 
should add that I don’t 
know the answer to 
either of those questions 

- I’ll give my opinion.”

the way science has moved into the mainstream and 
been used as entertainment. 

However, he believes it is healthy for people to learn 
more - providing they are basing their opinions on fact. 

“One has to be careful when 
communicating uncertainty 
in science, especially in 
politicized areas such 
as climate science. The 
reason is that uncertainty is 
often misunderstood and 
occasionally misused by 
self-styled ‘on-line magazine 
editors’ or opinion formers 
‘who are always right’ - you 
know the sort. 

“But surely it isn’t a 
bad thing to challenge 
a scientific theory or 
prediction? Isn’t the 
reason for the success of 
science the fundamental 
axiom, if you like, that all 
theories or predictions 
MUST be falsifiable, 
and are NEVER to 
be assumed to be 
absolutely correct? 

And doesn’t the very 
requirement of the 
falsifiability of any theory 
or prediction demand 
that someone should try 
to falsify them? Yes, to all of the 
above. 

“BUT, there is statement that I 
believe to be correct, and can be made 
with certainty. It is this: The consensus 
scientific view is the best we can do at any 
given time, given the available data and our 
understanding of it. 

“It is not legitimate and certainly of no 
scientific value (although there may be 
political value) to attack a prediction because 
you don’t like the consequences, or you don’t 
like the sort of people who are happy with the 
prediction, or you don’t like the people who

made the prediction, or you don’t like the sort of policy 
responses that prediction might suggest or encourage, 
or even if you simply see yourself as a challenger of 
consensus views in the name of some ideal or other. It is 
only appropriate to criticise a prediction or theory based 
on specific criticisms of the data, methodology or the 
underlying theoretical framework. It is content-less to 
criticize a scientific prediction because you don’t like it.” 

Brian was born in Oldham and now lives in London 
after writing, or co-writing, more than 950 scientific 
publications. He was an entertainer before becoming a 
TV scientist, playing the keyboards for D:Ream and Dare. 

He’s won numerous awards and in 2002 he was elected 
an International Fellow of The Explorers Club and in 2006 
he received the British Association’s Lord Kelvin Award 
for this work. 

He held a prestigious Royal Society University 
Research Fellowship from 2006 to 2013 and in 2010 
won the Institute of Physics Kelvin Prize for his work in 
communicating the appeal and excitement of physics to 
the general public. 

He was appointed OBE in the Queen’s 2010 Birthday 
Honours for services to science and in 2011, he won Best 
Presenter and Best Science/Natural History programme 
by the Royal Television Society for Wonders of the 
Universe. A year later, he was awarded an honorary 
doctorate by the Open University.

Dualjet manual and rise to £15,499 
for the range-topping 1.2-litre SZ5 
SHVS ALLGRIP manual.

Its good news for customers if they 
want to replace their Swift after three 
years too as industry leading residual 
value specialists CAP have set a 
forecast retained value of 41 per cent 
for the SZ3 after three years or 60,000 
miles - a higher mileage than many 
Suzuki owners would cover.

New Golf scores hole in one 


VW GOLF, FROM £17,625 



The latest VW Golf has been gently reworked and barely touched on the outside 


By Ian Donaldson 

By the time you’ve read to 
the end of this report another 
Golf will have popped off a 
Volkswagen production line 
somewhere in the world. 

That’s if it takes you precisely 40 
seconds to finish the story - a little 
slower and they’re already busy 
on the next one. 

It’s been like that for the last 43 
years, as 33 million new Golfs 
made their way to billionaires 
and journalists (the two ends of 
the economic spectrum) and in 
the process became a properly 
classless car. 

Now comes a gently reworked 
version of Golf Mk VII, barely 
touched on the outside (new 
bumpers and fancy lights 
excepted) but boasting the bits 
that increasingly sell cars today. 
That brings a complex set of 
technologies available either as 
standard or at extra cost on a 
range down in price by an average 
of almost £650. 

This electronic cleverness 
includes everything from a satellite 
navigation system that can be 
operated by simply waving a hand 
near the display screen to the 
ability to reverse a caravan into a 
tight space without touching the 
steering wheel. 

Choose the right new Golf and 
your mobile phone will charge 
itself as it rests on a special pad 
and uses an aerial on the roof to 
make it more likely to hang on to 
a weak signal. Apple and Android 
phone link easily to the car and 


their functions can be mirrored 
on the cars’ new and larger 
touchscreens. 

For those of us who wonder if 
we’ve switched the cooker off as 
we head to our holiday airport, the 
new Golfs can be interrogated via 
your mobile phone to see if you 
locked it and switched the lights 
off. 

It will also tell you via your 
phone when the car exceeds a 
set speed or leaves a predefined 
area - thereby spoiling the fun of 
borrowing dad’s Golf for a night 
out with your mates... 

It’s the sort of detail lavished 
on a car whose worldwide 
importance to the Volkswagen 
Group cannot be overplayed, with 
the UK no exception. We bought 
72,767 of them last year, making 
it much the most popular VW and 
putting it in third spot for overall 
sales behind the considerably 
cheaper Focus and Corsa. 

Prices start at (an unchanged) 
£17,625 for a Golf S 1.0 litre TSI 
three-door, sitting at the base of 
range that currently stretches to 
113 different versions, taking in 
three and five-door hatches and 
an estate. 

Best sellers are likely to be in SE 
Nav spec, which starts at £19,465 
for a three-door with 1.0 litre 110 
horsepower engine but with a 
range of such vast diversity there’s 
almost bound to be a Golf for you. 

This could include a car with a 
new 1.5 litre petrol engine with 130 
or 150 horsepower and showing 
how VW is positively deflecting 
the still strong storm swirling 


around the company’s Dieselgate 
scandal. There’s a touch more 
power in the latest GTI (up 10 
horsepower to 230 with 155mph 
available and 6.4 seconds to 
62mph). It’s an indication of UK 
buyers love of fast Golfs that the 
GTI (from £27,865) is outsold 
here by the still faster and £4,000 
dearer R model. 

The most economical Golf will 
continue to be the all-electric 
version, followed - on paper 
at least - by the plug-in hybrid 
GTE with petrol/battery power 


and a limited all-electric range. 
No prices for these yet in the 
new Golf’s phased roll out. The 
cheapest car in the range is 
also first to be fitted with an 85 
horsepower three-cylinder petrol 
engine, delivering an official 
58.9mpg and 109g/km of tailpipe 
emissions, attracting a relatively 
modest £140 first year road tax. 
But diesel still puts up a fight with 
the best selling single version of 
the newcomer the 2.0 litre, 184 
horsepower engine in the GTD 
with 57.6mpg and 122g/km and 


priced from £27,065. Out on the 
road in a GTI, the way a Golf ‘just 
works’ puts you in mind of the way 
an Apple computer or iPhone ‘just 
works.’ 

Easier said than done, of 
course, and only possible after 
a near obsessive amount of 
attention has been paid to the 
product over many years. 

So no surprise that everything 
fits together nicely, there’s a fine 
balance between performance 
and comfort and the interior of a 
Golf is simply a nice place to be.
